2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a motivation for the adsorbing agent being in loose form and as 
a support material superficially coated powdery adsorption material in combination with the 
other recited limitations. The closest prior art discloses adsorbent material attached to a filter 
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substrate with adhesive, or loose-form adsorbent that does not include a powdery coating. The 
instant invention provides a greater adsorbent surface area for contact with contaminants.
